European  crop  conditions 

The  sowing  situation  in  Russia  appears  to  be  moro  serious  than 
generally  realized  unless  the  available  data  are  inaccurate,  states  a 
cable  on  April  30  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  total 
area  sown  to  spring  jgrnin  "up  to  April  20  was  reported  as  8,201,000  acres 
compared  with  50,870,000  acres  sown  to  the  same  date  last  year.  The 
north  Caucasus  region  reports  3,304,000  acres  compared  with  9,933,000 
last  year;  Ukraine, .  1,282,000  compared  with  21,792,000  acres  a  year  ago 
at  this  time;  and  Crimea,  378,000  against  768,000  acres  a  year  ago.  Dur- 
ing the  second  10  days  of  April  sowing  started  in  the  middle  and  lower 
Volga  regions,  and  the  central  fertile  region;  however,  a  shortage  of 
seeds  was  reported.    More  favorable  weather  was  reported  in  the  southern 
regions-,  but  sowing  progressed  slowly.    Soil  moisture  appeared  good, 
but  heavy  winds  were  reported  in  the  southeastern  section  during  the  week 
anded  April  24. 

The  Netherlands  officially  r3ports  the  condition  of  wheat  at  53  per 
cent  of  normal  on  April  23,  rye  at  50  per  cent,  and  barley  65  per  cent. 
In  the  Holland  system  of  reporting  a  conditian  af  60  is  considered  "rather 
good",  and  70,  "good";  90,  "very  good",  and  100,  "excellent".    On  April  23 
last  year  the  winter  wheat  condition  figure  was  placed  at  80.

European  market  conditions 

Continental  European  markets  in  general  were  less  active  during  the 
last  week  of  Aoril  except  in  France,  where-  buying  of  domestic  wheat  continued 
active  at  rising  prices,  even  though  the  foreign  milling  quota  was  raised 
to  25  per  cent.     Business  on  the  Holland  markets  was  smaller.  Belgium 
admitted  some  Russian  wheat  from  Rotterdam.    Demand  was  less  active  on  "the 
Italian  markets,  but  trade  in  Plate  and  Australian  wheat  was  good.  Austria 
was  slightly  weaker.    Better  grades  of  wheat  were  higher  in  Czechoslovakia 
and  rye  was  firmer.     Import  "business  improved  in  Germany .    The  domestic 
market,  however,  was  weaker  in  anticipation  of  a  further  tariff  change,  or 
rebate.    Rye  was  firm  with  offers  restricted.    The  spot  price  of  domestic 
wheat  at  Berlin  stood  at  $1.85  on  April  29  compared  with  $1.87  on  April  22; 
rye  was  $1.19  and  $1.18  for  the  same  dates,  respectively. 

Wheat  prices 

During  the  week  ending  May  2,  wheat  prices  improved  somewhat  in  the 
principal  world  markets.    May  futures  at  Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires  closed 
at  65-1/2  and  43-1/4  cents  per  "bushel,  respectively,  on  the  2nd  compared 
with  64-1/8  and  47-5/8  cents  a  week  earlier.    At  Winnipeg  there  was  a 
greater  advance  from  58-^3/4  to  62  cents  per  "bushel.    In  United  States 
markets  May  futures  showed  little  change  as  they  continued  under  the  in- 
fluence of  stabilization  operations.    July  futures  in  the  United  States, 
on  the  other  hand,  advanced,  much  as  did  both  May  and  July  futures  in 
other  markets.    At  Chicago,  July  futures  closed  on  the  2nd  at  63-7/8 
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cents,  an  advance  of  h  cents  as  compared,  v/ith  the  week  "before,    A  eor.il ar 
advanco  occurred  at  Kansas  City,  "but  at  Min neapo-lis  the  rise  was  .vuch 
snallerj  anointing  tc.  only  2-1  / S  cents.    During  the  sane  period  July 
futures  at  Livcrpcd  v  so  from  66-l/U  to  6.7-5/ o  cents  mid  at  Winnipeg  from 
60  to  o3-3/o  cent?  per  bushel.    As  the  rise  in  -  rices  at  Chicago  was  great- 
er than  at  Liverpool,  the  margin  "by  which  Chicago  July  futures  are  under 
Liverpool  was  correspondingly  decreased,  and  amounted  on  May  2  only  to  a 
little  more  than  k  cents  per  hushel  compared  v/ith  a  spread  of  over  6 
cents  a  week  he  fore. 

The  rising  tendency  of  prices  appears  to  have  "been  associated 
with  a  well-maintained  demand  for  whoat  by  importing  countries.  There 
have  recently  teen  indications  "both  in  Germany  and  Franco  of  increased 
consumption  of  foreign  wheats  following  the  dwindling  of  stocks  of 
doriostic  wheats  in  these  countries  and  the  relaxation  of  milling  restric- 
tions.   Trade  sources  also  report  the  sale  of  15  million  bushels  of  wheat 
by  the  Farmers1  National  Grain  Corporation,  and  this  is  considered  to 
have  had  some  effect  in  contributing  to  the  buoyancy  of  American  markets 
at  the  close  of  the  week. 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  Unitod  States  markets  showed  little 
change  during  the  week  ending  May  1.    No.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City, 
No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  and  No.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis  showed 
virtually  no  change.    The  average  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  remained 
unchanged  at  7*+  cents  per  hushel. 

Rumania  moves  to  improve  and  increase  wheat  crops 

A  program  to  improve  the  quality  of  Rumanian  export  wheat  and 
also  to  increase  production  and  the  exportable  surplus  is  beiiTg  sponsored 
hy  the  Rumanian  department  of  agriculture  and  other  administrative  and 
scientific  organizations,  according  to  a  report  from  the  Belgrade  office 
of  the  Foreign  Agri cul tural  Service    The  object  is  to  reestablish  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  former  position  held  by  Rumania  in  the  world  wheat 
market  before  the  World  War.    Wheat  exports  from  the  area  included  in 
present  Rmanian  boundaries  decreased  from  ass  cftvlanbn&  average  ef 
71,272,000  bushels  for  the  period  1309-1913  to  aft  avcr^o  cf  about  5,1*00,000 
bushels  for  1921-1925.    The  radical  post-war  land  reforms  broke  up  the  large 
estates,  so  that  the  crop  is  now  produced  mostly  on  small  peasant  "holdings 
and  is  usually  of  low  quality  and  mixed  varieties. 

Lack  of  sufficient  quantities  of  uniform  grades  of  wheat  acceptable 

to  foreign  buyers  is  held  to  be  the  principal  cause  of  the  decline  in 

exports.    In  consequence,  improved  varieties  of  whoat  are  now  in  process  of 
development. 
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Patents  similar  to  those  in  industry  which  afford  possible  financial  in- 
come are  "being  offered  for  hew  and  satisfactory  strains  or  varieties  devel 
oped  by  different  plant  breeders  and  which  are  registered  in  the  Agricul- 
tural Research  Institute. 

Though  wheat  is  produced  in  Rumania  on  all  sorts  of  soils,  as  in 
other  countries,  there  are  7  regions  in  the  country  which  have  cither 
Dlack  soil  or  brown  forest  soil  and  which  have  suitable  climatic  and 
other  conditions  especially  favorable  to  the  production  of  wheat.  The 
present  program  relates  just  to  the  improvement  of  wheat  production  in 
these  7  regions  which  represented  about  two-thirds  of  the  average  annual 
acreage  and  production  (1927-1329).    Wheat  produced  outside  the  speci- 
lied  regions  will  be  used  principally  for  heme 'epnsumption,  whereas  that 
produced  within  these  regions  will  be  mostly  destined  for  export.  The 
1931  devel opment  program  as  outlined  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
other  cooperating  organizations  calls  for  a  sum  of  SO, 000, 000  lei  (about 
$430,000),  of  which  29,000,000  lei  (about  $174,000)  was  advanced  at  the 
end  of  February.    A  part  of  this  fund  is  to  be  used  tc  purchase  high 
grade  spring  wheat  for  distribution  to  farmers,  says  the  Belgrade  report.

Corn 

More  favorable  weather  in  Argentina  for  the  harvesting  and  condi- 
tioning .of  the  new  com  crop  appoarod  for  the  week  ended  April  27  with 
the  mean, temperature  exactly  normal  and  precipitation  slightly  below 
normal.    The  latest  corn  production  estimates  are  given  in  a  table  on 
page  6Gl. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  ITovember  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  total  129, 244,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  6,432,000 
bushels  over  the  previous  week's  report  and  29. 4  per  cent  over  the  ship- 
ments during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States 
corn  exports  continued  small  during  the  week  ended* April  25,  while 
Argentine  exports  again  ran  over  5,000,000  bushels.    See  corn  trade 
table,  page  662. 

United  States  com  prices  declined  two  cents  during  the  week 
ended  April  24  for  both  ITo.  3  Yellow  and  May  futures  at  Chicago. 
Buenos  Aires  quotations  for  May  and  June  delivery,  however,  continued 
to  average  33  cents,  the  same  as  the  previous  week.    The  spread  between 
the  May  futures  of  United  States  and  Argentine  com  decreased  to  26 
cents  compared  with  23  cents  the  week  before  and  21  cents  coring  the 
same  week  of  1330.

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Barley 

The  condition  of  the '1931  barley  crop  in  the  Netherlands  during 
the  latter  part  of  April  was  below  average,  while  the  condition  of  the 
crop  in  Egypt  war  reported  3  per  cent  ahove  the  average  condition  fdr.the 
past  ten  years.     No  new  1931  acreage  estimates  were  received  during  the 
week.     See  page  650  for  table  showing  the  1931  acreage  already  reported, 
and  page  661  for  the  1930  production  table. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,   Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
31,930,000  bushels  or  1,949,000  bushels  more  than  the  previous  week's 
report  but  still  10.4  per  cent  below  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of 
the  preceding  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended 
April  25  were  one  of  the  smallest  weekly  shipments  for  more  than  a  year. 
Prices,  on  the  other  hand,   increased  slightly  and  were  quoted  at  the 
highest  level  since  the  beginning  of  December.     See  tables  showing 
barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  659  and  562. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Divi- 
sion of  Canada  on  April  24  amounted  to  18,663,000  bushels  compared  with 
21,455,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.

Oats 

The  German  tariff  on  oats  was  reported  increased  from  41  cents  to 
55  cents  a  bushel  on  May  3.    United  States  prices  declined  slightly  during 
the  week  ended  April  25,  while  domestic  exports  continued  very  small. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,   Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
42,365,000  bushels,  or  1,609,000  bushels  more  than  the  previous  week's 
report,  and  an  increase  of  56.3  per  cent  over  the  shipments  during  the 
same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.

Liverpool  cotton  prices,  easier 

Liverpool  spot  quotations  of  important  foreign  raw  cotton  de- 
clined to  new  low  levels  on  May  1  as  compared  with  prices  for  other 
recent  weeks.    Demand  for  actual  cotton  was  reported  poor.     Net  changes 
ranged  mostly  from  l/3  to  1/2  cent.    American  middling  at  11,03  cents 
was  off  37  points  from  the  previous  Priday  and  65  points  from  April  2- 
East  Indian  Sind  (P.G. )  declined  33  points  for  the  week  and  57  for 
the  month.     Ccmra  #1  Pine  revealed  the  smallest  decline  during  April 
with  a  net  change  of  37  points.     Grade  differences  were  all  reported 
unchanged  for  the  week.  .  The  boycott  of  British  goods  in  India  continues 
to  have  considerable  effect1  and  current  business  with  China  is  still  re- 
duced, according  to  the  May  1  cable  from  Manchester.

Egyptian  cotton  seeks  wider  European  markets 

A  plan  to  increase  sales  of  Egyptian  cotton  in  Germany,  Poland, 
and  Czechoslovakia  is  nearing  completion  under  the  direction  of  the  r 
Egyptian  Government,  according  to  Cotton  Specialist  P.  K.  K orris  at 
Cairo.    Most  of  the  cotton  now  used  in  those  countries  is  of  shorter 
staple  than  the  Egyptian  product,  and  comes  principally  from  the  united 
States.     In  order  to  utilize  Egyptian  cotton,  therefore,  it  ma;/  be  neccs-. 
sary  to  make  extensive  mechanical  readjustments.    Attractive  credit 
arrangements  also  must  be  arranged.    The  Egyptian  Government  .announces  its 
readiness  to  consider  all  such  points  in  the  formulation  of  the  plans, 
now  under  consideration. 

Official  statements  have  appeared  showing  that  the  new  plans  are 
substantially  in  line  with  former  steps  taken  to  dispose  of  cotton  stocks 
held  by  the  Egyptian  Government,,  and  that  no  material  shift  in  policy  is 
involved.    It  is  pointed  out  that  the  government  is  interested  fundamental- 
ly in  producing  more  cotton  at  lower  cost,  with  the  development  of  now 
markets  following  as  an  encouragement  to  increased  production.    The  official 
opinion  is  that  there  is  a  good  outlook  for  Egyptian  cotton  in  central 
Europe.    Egyptian  diplomatic  representatives  to  the  cotton  spinning  coun- 
tries are  being  utilized  to  give  publicity  to  the  Egyptian  product,  in 
connection  'with  the  proposal'  to  establish  propaganda  and  exhibition  cen-  ■ 
ters  in  various  spinning  areas. 
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DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

General  further  decline  in  foreign  "butter  prices 

Butter  prices  in  important  foreign  markets  nr.de  a  further  slight 
decline  during  the  week  ended  April  30»    Copenhagen  was  equivalent  to 
23.7  cents  per  pound  against  2U.3  cents  the  previous  Thursday,  and  27»1 
cents  a  year  earlier.    Hew  York,  92  score,  declined  a  half  cent  to 
2*4-. 5  cents  against  37*0  cents  on  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 
London  quotations  were  uniformly  lower  "by  a  fraction  of  a  cent  a  pound 
with  Hew  Zealand  at  23.3  cents  or  20  per  cent  lower  than  the  quotation 
of  28'.

Satisfaction  is  expressed  in  "both  Germany  and  Poland  concerning 
past  and  present  operations  of  the  joint  rye  marketing  scheme,  accord- 
ing  to  Consul  Harry  L.  Franklin  at  Warsaw,    The  present  arrangement  is-, 
to  continue  indefinitely.-  The  rye  marketing  agreement  between  Germany 
and  Poland  was  first  signed  on  February  lo,  1930,  and  renewed  on  a 
slightly  revised  "basis  on  July  12,  1930.    The  terns  have  "been  so  favor- 
able to  producers  as/to  .attract  to  the  cert  is  si  on  virtually  all  of  the 
rye  offered  for  export  in  "both  countries.    From  February  25  to  December  1, 
1930,  the  commission,  sold  9, 13S.000  bushels  of  .Polish  rye  and  2,^03,000 
bushels  of  Geman  rye.    The  heaviest  sales  were  made  ,  during  the  four 
months,  June  -  September,  with  a  monthly  average  of  1,772,000  bushels. 
Sales  declined  rapidly  after  September,  partly  as  a  result  of  Russian 
competition  and  partly  because  of  good  rye  crops  in  importing  countries. 
Declining  rye  prices  restricted  purchases  by  importers. 

,       The  plan  governing  the. commission's  work  allots  the  larger  share 
of  available  export  business  to  Germany.    The  sales  figures  given  above, 
however,  indicate  that  almost  four  times  mere  Polish  rye  than  Gorman 
rye  was  sold  through  the  commission  during  the  period  indicated.  That 
fact  is  explained  largely  by  the  cessation,  a  few  weeks  after  the 
inauguration  of  the  commission,  of  the  issuance  of  German  expert  credit 
certificates  on  rye.     The  certificates  had  borne  a  value  of  36  cents 
per  bushel  (60  narks  per  metric  ton).      The  withdrawal  of  the  certificates 
discouraged  the  export  of  Geman  rye.    Meanwhile,  the  Polish  export 
bounty  on  rye  has  been  .continued.    In  the  event  that  Germany  decides  to 
again  encourage  rye  experts,  however,  the  details  of  the  agreement  on 
export  contingents,  as  set  forth  below,  would  govern  the  novcraent  of  such 
exports. 
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GERMAN-POLISH  RYE  COMMISSION  TO  CONTINUE,  CONT'D 

The  first  agreement  to  form  a  joint  sales  organization  for  the 
export  of  rye  from  these  two  countries,  signed  "by  representatives  of  the 
German  and  Polish  Governments  on  February  16,  1930,  was  to  remain  in 
effect  until  July  1,  1930.     It  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a  . 
joint  export  sales ■ organization  consisting  of  the  "German  Grain  Trading 
Company"  for  Germany  and  of  the  "Polish  Grain  Monopoly"  for  Poland. 
The  purpose  of  the  export  sales  organization  was  to  do  away  with  the 
competition  between  the  two  countries  for  the  European  rye  market.  The 
features  of  the  agreement  were  the  division  of  the  export  market  in 
such  a  way  that  50  per  cent  cf  the  rye  exports  were  granted  to  Germany 
and  40  per  cent  to  Poland  and  the  establishment  of  minimum  prices  below 
which  sales  would  not  be  made.    While  exporters  were  not  compelled  to 
market  their  rye  through  the  commission,  the  agreement  provided  that 
Germany  would  grant  export  credit  certificates  to  the  amount  of  36  cents 
per  bushel  and  that  Poland  would  pay  an  export  bounty  amounting  to  about 
half  that  figure  on  all  rye  exported  through  the  commission.    This  gave 
the  commission  a  virtual  monopoly  with  regard  to  exports. 

The  above  agreement  was  replaced  on  July  12,  1930,  by  a  new 
arrangement.     In  commenting  on  this  new  arrangement,  the  American 
Charge  d' Affaires  at  Warsaw  states  that  the  results  of  the  February  IS, 
1930,  agreement  did  not  come  up  to  the  expectations  of  the  Polish  agra- 
rian interests.    The  Polish  negotiations  complained  that  the  export  con- 
tingent of  40  per  cent  was  inadequate.    The  German  representatives, 
therefore,  consented  to  a  flexible  clause  whereby  Poland  would  receive 
a  contingent  of  50  per  cant  between  July  and  January  on  days  when  sales 
did  not  exceed  8,000  tons.    On  days  of  higher  sales,  Poland's  quota 
was  to  be  reduced  to  30  per  cent.    After  January  the  above  criterion  of 
8,000  tons  was  to  be  reduced  to  6,000  tons. 

In  addition,  an  amendment  was  added  to  the  new  agreement  depriv- 
ing either  of  the  contracting  parties  from  applying  unused  portions 
of  any  bi-monthly  quotas  to  the  ensuing  months.    Moreover,  it  was  also 
agreed  that  either  party  should  have  the  right  to  increase  the  minimum 
price  by  not  more  than  5  per  cent  should  sales  exceed  1,575,000  bushels 
during  any  ten-day  period  between  July  and  February  and  1,181,000 
bushels  after  February.    The  right  to  make  price  reductions  is  granted 
to  either  country  whenever  sales  decline  below  1,181,000  bushels  in 
any  ten-day  period  between  July  and  February,  or  below  984,000  bushels 
after  February. 
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WHEAT  AND  FLOUR  REGULATIONS  IN  GREECE 

The  policy  of  the  Greek  Government  since  the  war  has  "been  to  en- 
courage both  domestic  wheat  production  and  the  domestic  milling  industry,  ^ 
according  to  reports  received  from  the  office  of  the  American  Commercial 
Attache  at  Athens.      Several  legislative  measures  have  "been  adopted  to 
that  end.    As  regards  the  domestic  wheat  production,  one  law  provides 
that  for  every  measure  of  wheat  or  flour  imported  an  amount  of  domestic 
wheat  equivalent  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  imports  must  he  purchased  at 
prices  fixed  by  the  Government.    This  domestic  wheat  is  delivered  to  the 
importers  by  the  "Commission  of  Concentration  of  Unsold  Stocks  of  Greek 
Wheat"*    Each  importer  must  obtain  a  special  permit  for  the  quantities  of 
wheat  or  flour  he  desires  to  import  and  upon  the  issuance  of  the  permit  he 
is  debited  with  the  obligatory  purchase  of  ten  per  cent  of  domestic  wheat. 

Another  measure  provides  that  all  flour  millers  with  a  daily  mil- 
ling capacity  in  excess  of  15  metric  tons  must  use  at  least  25  per  rent 
domestic  wheat  in  their  milling  operations.    The  relative  amounts  of  the 
various  types  of  imported  wheat  at  present  used  by  the  Greek  millers  are 
determined  by' agreement  between  representatives  of  the  millers  and  the 
Ministry  of  Interior.    The  selection  is  made  in  such  manner  as  to  obtain  a 
flour  which  can  be  sold  at  the  lowest  possible  price  and  which  at  the  same 
time  will  make  a  good  bread.      Strong  protests  have  recently  been  made  by 
the  flour  importers  and  by  flour  consumers  who  are  accusing  the  millers  of 
using  a  lower  quality  of  wheat  than  that  reported  for  the  fixing  of  bread 
prices  and  thus  making  illicit  profits.      The  Government  accordingly  has 
initiated  an  investigation  of  the  milling  industry  which,  it  is  believed, 
will  result  in  regulatory  measures  for  the  greater  protection  of  consumers-*" 

A  third  group  of  measures  is  designed  to  protect  flour  milling.  In 
part  these  consist  of  a  series  of  rigid  regulations  the  purpose  of  which  is- 
to  keep  out  of  the  country  all  wheat "  flour  that  does  not  correspond  to  of- 
ficial standards.    These  standards  definitely  fix  the  ingredients  in  each 
quality  of  flour  by  setting  a  limit  to  the  percentages  of  water,  gluten,  ■ 
sulphuric  acidity,  ash,  bran,  and  fatty  substances  that  may  be  present  in 
it;  they  prohibit  the  importation  and  sale  of  wheat  flour  in  which  bleach- 
ing chemicals  have  been  used;  and  they  forbid  the  inclusion  of  baking  powder 
and  other  leavening  preparations  in  the  flour.     In  addition  flour  milling  is 
favored  by  imposition  of  heavier  import  duties  on  flour  than  on  wheat*  When- 
ever the  local  wheat  crop  has  been  small  and  the  price  of  wheat  on  the  inteJ* 
national  market  has  been  so  high  as  to  react  on  the  local  price,  the  Greek 
Government  has  either  reduced  or  cancelled  the  import  duties  on  wheat  and 
flour.    In  this  way  the  Government  has  been  able  to  exercise  a  certain  mea- 
sure of  control  over  the  price  of  bread.     In  general  the  various  flour  im-  | 
port  restrictions  enacted  in  Greece  during  the  past  five  years  have  practi"* 
cally  turned  the  Greek  flour  trade  into  a  monopoly  controlled  by  the  local 
millers,  and  have  caused  not  only  an  inflation  in  the  price  of  bread  but 
also  have  lowered  the  quality  of  the  bread,  states  Mr.  Curren,  the  Acting 
Commercial  Attache  at  Athens. 
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DECLINE  IS  SOME  AGRICULTURAL.  EXPORTS  CHECKED 


United  States  exports  of  agricultural  products  for  the  month  of 
rch,  1S31,  showed  a  slight  improvement  as  compared  with  the  previous 
month  -and  also  with  the- same -month  a- year  ago,  "but  were  low  as  compared 
With  March  exports  for  preceding  years.-  For  all  commodities  except  cotton, 
the.  index  was  8S,  the  lowest  point  reached •  during  the  last  sixteen  years. 
The  advance  was  due  primarily  to  the  improvement  in  exports  of  cotton  and 
fruits.     Grains  and  animal  products  made  new  minimums  for  the  month. 


Larger  purchases  by  Japan  and  Germany  ■  accounted  for  the  higher  March 
index  for  cotton.    Total  exports  to  Europe  from  July  1,  1930-March  31,  1931, 
wore  11  per  cent  below  those  for  the  corresponding  nine  months  of  1929-30, 
but,  in  consequence  of  a:  better  demand  by  oriental  countries,  total  exports 
of  cotton  were  only  5  per  cent  less  than  during  the  same  period,  a  year  ago. 
Except  for  February  of  this  year,  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  made  a  new  low 
record  for  the  month  and  for  the  nine  months  ended  March  31,  exports  were 
17  per  cent  below  .those  for  the  corresponding  nine  months  of  1929-30. 
Wheat  and  flour  have  usually  ranked  second  among  our  agricultural  exports, 
but  during  the  nine  months  ended  March  31,  1931,  dropped  to  third  place, 
leaf  tobacco  exceeding  the  value  of  wheat  and  flour  by  $26,000,000.  March 
exports  of  leaf  tobacco  fell  off,  being  lower  than  any  of  the  six  preceding 
months  and  also  lower  than  any  March  since  1926.. 

The  index  for  cured. pork  was  only  38,  a  low  record  for  March  and  the 
"index  for  lard  was  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  since  1927.    The  index 
for  fruits,  however,"  was  391,  largely  as  a  result  of  important  boxed  and 
barreled  apple,  exports.    That  figure  was  the  second  highest  recorded  for 
March •  and-  considerably  above  the  index  for  February  of  the  present  year. 
Most  of  the  increase- was  in -boxed  apple-s  sent  to  Central  European  countries.
